Plant Sweet 


Don't Rush 

It does"not pay to rush the season 
with most gardening operations, and 
especially in the planting of things 
that will not appreciate a frost. For 
the great majority of seeds started 
there is little to be gained and con- 
siderable risk in getting them in the 
ground before the soil and the air 
have definitely turned warm and our 
long Canadian , winters, are really 
over. But, of course, there are some 
exceptions, 

Jobs that might have been done 
last fall, if the weather or some 
other reason interferred, are an ex- 
ample. Under this rough classifica- 
tion will come the planting of trees, 
shrubs, and most lawn work, In this 
category, too, will be sweet peas, 
which must be planted as early as 
possible if they are to do well. This 
sort of gardening can start just as 
soon as the last snow has gone and 
the soil is dry enough to dig without 
puddling. 

For Tender Vegetables 

If there is any secret about get- 
ting the finest quality in vegetables 
it is soon shared, The main thing 
is to grow these things quickly, espe- 
cially the sorts of which the leaves 
or roots are eaten. If for some rea- 
son growth is checked, especially in 
the later stages, then more fibre de- 
velops and thé vegetables become 
woody. To avoid this the experienc- 
ed gardener pushes his vegetables 
with lots of cultivation, watering 
when necessary and feasible, and 
using fertilizer either natural or 
chemical], or both, He will also thin 
properly so that the plants have 
room and will be protected from in- 
sects or diseases, 


For a Big Show 

Almost anyone almost anywhere in 
Canada can have a showing of flow- 
ers the neighbors will envy with half 
a dozen. packets of seed or a few 
flats of started plants and an hour 
or two spent outdoors in the fresh 
air and sunshine, Some flowers do 
need a bit of babying and they are 
worth it, too, but what we have in 
mind now is a big show for little 


money and little work. To fit that 
pattern will be any of these: pe- 
tunias, asters, zinnias, marigolds, 


alyssum, cornflower, balsam, cosmos, 
nasturtium, portulaca, All of these 
grow quickly, come in various heights 
to suit the front, centre and back 
of the flower beds, and given just a 
little encouragement will provide a 
wealth of bloom from July until 
frost, Special planting directions 
will be on the packet, 
Growing Screens and Fences 

In place of fences or walls one 
can use growing screens and even 
the fence or wall will look more at- 
tractive if partially hidden in this 
way, There are all sorts of planting

PORTAGE LA PRAIRIE, Man.|” 


—A five-by-eight foot panel of 
highly-compressed reeds was | 
ejected from a 10-ton machine! 
here recently, marking a new | 
phase in anitoba’s building 
industry. | 

The machine, mounted atop 12-foot 
steel pillars to give clearance for the 
panels, is transforming reeds from 
the Delta Marsh 16 miles north of 
here into valuable building material. 

Back of the enterprise — Dutch 
Building Panels Limited—are two 
Dutchmen, Baron W. C. G. Rengers 
and his assistant manager, Leon de 
Haan, For the past six months they 
have been arranging construction of | 
the plant, backed partly by Winni- 
peg capital, 

Already 800 tons of reeds, are piled 
at the scene of operations, along 
with part of the 80 tons of wire 
needed per year to hold the slabs 
together, 

Beauty of the reed panels, reports 
Mr, de Haan, is that they can be 
used for both exterior and interior 
construction, 

Insulation, acoustic and fire-resist- 
ing properties are excellent, he said. 
The slabs can be impregnated with 
liquids or insecticides, he added, 
without damaging the surface. Pan- 
els are rigid without being brittle. 
They can also be sawn into any 
shape by bending back the wires. 

But above all, he continued, they 
should cut building costs close to 
one-half, 

Because reeds are taken from the 
marsh cutting takes place in winter 
when everything is frozen. This year, 
cutting was relatively easy, as there 
was little snow. 

In the Delta marshes, the reed 
supply is “unlimited”, Baron Rengers 
remarked, His firm couldn’t begin 
to cut all the reeds that grow in one 
year, 

The two men insist that no matter 
how much they expand (and they are 
contemplating bringing in more ma- 
chinery, both to add to the Delta 
concern and to branch out elsewhere) 
Portage will always remain their 
headquarters. 

And they have chosen Canada as 
their country. ¥

The Society also supplies 
programme direction, handsome 
swimming awards and all necessary 
organizational material at no charge. 
All lessons are free to the pupils, 


The Red Cross enquiry service 
traces lost or missing people in all 
corners of the world. Here in Sask- 
atchewan, last year, 1,071 enquiries 
were received from persons trying’ to 
locate their next of kin and friends 
at home or abroad. More than 1,100 
tracers were sent out and 941 en- 
quiries completed to the satisfaction

Another Solid-Stemmed Wheat —- May Be Called 


Chinook — Is 


Reported To Take Its Place 


LETHBRIDGE, Alta. — Rescue wheat did just what its name 


implies for sawfly-cursed western farmers. 


Another solid-stem- 


med wheat—it may be called Chinook—is reported ready to take 


its place. é 


Dr, C. W. Farstad, head of the field 
crop insects laboratories at the Do- 
minion Science Service Laboratories 
here, says the new wheat, numbered 
CT 708, has been recommended for 
licensing. 

CT 708, the entomologist says, 
equals Marquis wheat in quality and 
yields better than both Rescue and 
Marquis. In the areas where it will 
be grown it will yield as well as 
Thatcher and has a higher bushel 
weight than the latter, 

.One of the biggest difficulties with 
Rescue wheat is that although re- 
sistant to sawfly it has low-baking 
qualities compared with Marquis. For 
this reason it can be graded no high- 
er than No, 3, N 

CT 708, like Rescue, is resistant to 
most classes of stem rust, Neither 
are resistant to the new rust, 158. 
The new wheat is slightly less re- 
sistant to sawfly than Rescue. 


Scottish Curlers 
Coming To 
Canada Next Year

WINNIPEG—Seventy-five Scottish 
curlers—in three 25-man teams from 
the Royal Caledonian Curling club— 
will tour Canada in January, 1953. 

Arrangements for the tour were 
announced at the annual meeting of

A single team toured Canada in 
1948-1949. A program committee re- 
port said the 1948-1949 team found 
the trip strenuous and the Scots sug-

World's Longest Power 
Span Nearly Finished 


._ KASLO, B.C.—A 10,650-foot power 
span across Kootenay Lake, believed 
the longest of its type in the world, 
will soon be finished. Power lines 
carrying 170,000 volts from a hydro- 
electric plant at South Slocan to the 
Consolidated Mining and Smelting 
Company operations at Kimberley 
will run from a 366-foot tower on the 
.east side of the lake. 


Dr. Farstad says it is felt that 
slightly less resistance can be ac-

Mr. Platt, no 
longer With the government service, 
also was instrumental in bringing out 
the solid-stemmed Rescue wheat, 

The cross was carried from 1938 

until now. It was not licensed in 
place of Rescue because it was felt 
the added sawfly resistance of the 
latter would be necessary, Today, 
immunity to the sawfly is not the 
only consideration, 
‘ “CT 708 will be grown in the same 
area as Rescue, from Lethbridge 
through to Moose Jaw and north in 
the region of Saskatoon on the dry- 
land central plains,” says Dr, Far- 
stad. 

Among those who took part in the 
development of CT 708 were Mr. 
Platt, Dr. W. F. Hanna, head of the 
plant pathology laboratories in Win- 
nipeg; F. R. Peterson, head of the 
cereal breeding laboratories in Win- 
nipeg; A. G. O. Whiteside of Ottawa, 
senior cerealist who did the original 
screening for quality; and Dr. Far- 
stad, who headed the insect investi- 
gations on the co-operative project.

Watch That Damp Grain 

The next few months will be a 
critical time for grain that went 
into storage last Fall with a danger- 
ously high moisture content. Main- 
taining a close check now on both 
the moisture content and the tem- 
perature of damp grain in storage 
will help to avoid heavy losses from 
heating and spoilage this Spring. 

Molds Cause Spoilage. Molds are 
at the root ofall heating and spoil- 
age problems in stored damp grain. 
The only effective spoilage control 
now known is to keep all portions 
of the bulk grain as dry as possible 
so that no molds can grow. 

Important Facts.@The rate of 
spoilage in stored grain depends 
largely upon the moisture content 
and the temperature within the 
grain bulk itself—not upon the out- 
side temperature. Grain storage 
experts have found that grain con- 
taining 16 to 18 percent moisture 
can be kept in good condition for 
months at a temperature of 40 to 
60 degrees Fahrenheit. But if grain 
of this moisture content is kept at 
70°F. it will become “musty” in a 
couple of weeks, and totally spoiled 
within a month. These facts sug- 
gest the value of having damp grain 
stored in bins on the North side 
of a granary or elevator, where the 
temperature within the grain bulk 
itself is likely to semain at a reason- 
ably safe level for a considerable 
time this Spring. 

Moisture Accumulates, During 
the winter months, the moisture in 
grain stored at a high moisture 
content becomes unevenly distrib- 
uted within the bulk of grain. For 
example, moisture usually accumu- 
lates in those portions of the grain 
near the cool outer walls of bins 
and near the tops of bins. When the 
grain warms up this Spring these 
portions will be the first to begin 
molding, heating and spoiling. 
eDamp grain can only be stopped 
temporarily from heating by turn- 
ing it from one bin to another, For 
reasonably safe protection the mois- 
ture content of the grain should be 
reduced to dry grade. When this is 
impossible, damp grain should be 
marketed or used before warm 
weather occurs. Watch that dam 
grain closely now. Waiting until 
the grain shows signs of heating 
may be too late ta prevent, serious 
deterioration. e
